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Price-Wage Controls Are Barely Beaten 


HO A-BOMB 
USE PLANNED, 
TRUMAN SAYS

WASHINGTON, July 27— Iff)— 
President Truman repeated today 
that he thinks .there Is no need now 
for price-wage controls. But con- 
siderable sentiment for them in 
Congress -was demonstrated when 
a House committee turned down a 
"freeze" bill by only one vote. 
With that vote— it was 10 to 9— 
out of the way, the House Bank- 
Ing committee then approved a 
large part of Truman's proposals 
for limited economic controls to 
organize the home front. 
The committee did not com- 
plete action on the administra- 
tion bill, but okehcd sections pro- 
viding authority to force use of 
plants and materials for military 
and other essential purposes. 
Rep. Kunkel (R-Pa), offered the 
committee 
a substitute 
for the 
Truman bill. 
Kunkel's 
measure 
called for a general freeze of prices 
and wages and would authorize 
a • system of rationing, if needed. 
Having lost by one vote, Kunkel 
Indicated he would offer the plan 
again on the House floor. 
President 
Truman's 
statement 
that he doesn't think all-out con- 
trols are now needed was made 
at a news conference. 
He 
had 
been asked for comment on the 
proposal from Bernard M. Baruch 
for an Immediate "ceiling on ev- 
erything." 


Before the Senate Banking com- 
mittee, further light on the ad- 
ministration's 
thinking was shed 
by Attorney General McGrath. 
McGrath said the question of 
all-out controls and rationing had 
been "thoroughly discussed" Jiy 
President Truman and his advis- 
ers and their conclusion was that

tion. 


Baruch gave 'his' views to Con- 
gress Wednesday.1 The lawmakers 
themselves appeared 
divided on 
his proposal with most members 
apparently against any. all-out mo- 
bilization right now. There were 
pthers, however, who called 
for 


full-scale 
economic 
mobilization 
with consumer rationing and wage- 
price controls.

House Approves 
'Trojan Ships' 
Measure Quickly 


WASHINGTON, July 
27.— (IP)— 
The House voted today to erect safe- 
guards against the sneak entry of 
possible 
bomb-carrying 
"Trojan 
ships" into U. S. ports. 


Without opposition, It whipped 
through a bill authorizing the Presi- 
dent to search and control move- 
ments of all foreign flag vessels 
entering American waters. 


Rep. 
Celler 
(D-NY) told 
the 
House the legislation is aimed to 
prevent a potential 
enemy from 
bringing the A-bomb into American 
harbors under the guise of mer- 
chant shipping. 
Search of foreign vessels would 
be conducted by the Coast Guard 
or the Custom Service upon order 
of the President In a national emer- 
gency. 
The bill goes back to the senate 
for action on minor changes before 
going to the White House for Tru- 
man's signature.

Customs officials on the west coast 
already have taken steps to fore- 
stall possible efforts of foreign ships 
to bring atomic bombs or bacterial 
warfare ingredients into American 
harbors.

Virginia County Ravaged By Virulent 
Polio Epidemic With High Death Rate 


.WYTHEVILLE, Va., July 27.— 


Cff>)—A virulent outbreak of .polio, 
which has killed almost 15 per cent 
of those who • contracted the dis- 
ease, continued unchecked today 
in this southwest Virginia town of 
5,500 persons. The normal death 
rate is about four per cent. 


Wytheville itself has had 59 cases. 
Wythe county as a whole, (pop. 


''-23,000 including Wytheville) 
has 
had 75 cases, with 11 deaths—an 
average of almost three cases per 
day since the epidemic began July 


State Health Commisisoner L. J. 
Roper termed the town and ad- 
joining Wythe county an area of 
"tension." 
Four new cases and two more 
deaths were reported Wednesday 
from the 
polio-ravaged 
county, 
hardest hit in the nation this year 
and scene of the worst outbreak 
in Virginia's history. 


The 15 per 
cent 
death rate 
brought the most alarm to Dr. Ro- 
p^r, whiT noted that the normal 
polio rate i* about i per cent He 


said it is too early to say how much 
paralysis may result. 
Dr. Roper and other officials of 


the state health department have 
conferred 
with 
Wythe 
county 


health officials, who have ruled out 
a quarantine as having little effect 
on the spread of the disease. 
Basil O'Connor and Dr. Hart E. 


.Van Riter, president and medical 
director of the National Founda- 
tion of Infantile paralysis, now in 
Richmond, will discuss the situa- 
tion with state health 
officials. 


They planned to leave here tonight 
after the conference. 


In addition to the 
use of all 


known metods to combat the epi- 
demic, tests are beinc made by Dr. 
Alexander Steigman, consultant of 
the national foundation.

Churchill Warns 
Russians Could 
Bombard Britain 


LONDON, July 
27.—UP)—Wins- 
ton Churchill declared today planes 
from .present U. S. bases in Eng- 
land could atom bomb "Russian 
cities and key points" in a third 
world war. 


But he said Russia could sweep 
to the English channel and "bring 
us under air bombardment, apart 
from the atomic bomb, far worse 
than we have ever endured." 


Churchill led off for the Con- 


servatives on the final day. of a 
two-day defense debate after fail- 
ing-by a single vote to force the 
House of Commons into secret ses- 
sion, .

Citing what he said were U. S. 
estimates, Churchill asserted 
the 


Russians may have 40,000 tanks. 


He demanded that the Labor gov- 
ernment let the House know "the 
number of Soviet tanks now assem- 
bled on or near the Western front." 


The Conservative leader said.the 
Western Allies have no present 
force to cope with the "array of 
armored avalanches" Russia would 
unleash in Europe if war breaks 
out.

Harry Bridges 
Booed By CIO 
Longshoremen 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 27.—tfP)— 
Longshoremen leader Harry Bridges 
was booed Wednesday night at a 
meeting of his CIO Longshoremen's 
Union Local No. 10 when he rose 
to oppose an 
impending loyalty 
check of dockworkers. 
It was the same local which re- 


buffed Bridges several 
days 
ago 
when he asked its members to vote 
down a resolution which condemned 
Communist aggression in Korea and 
pledged full support to the-U. S. 
The government check of dock- 
ers, and merchant sailors will begin 
Monday. 


Meanwhile, another of Bridges' 
union locals, No. 6—condemned "un- 
reservedly" the "wanton aggression 
of the Communist controlled forces 
in North Korea." 
The local adopted a resolution— 
similar to the one Bridges fought 
against—at a meeting of 2,000 ware- 
housemen.

Solons Promise 
Close Waich On 
War Racketeers 


WASHINGTON, 
July 27— UP)— 


Senate crime investigators promis- 
ed today to keep a sharp lookout 
for any sign of war-spawned black 
market 
operations by racketeers 


and criminal gangs. 
They warned that shortages caus- 


ed by the Korean fighting and an 
expanded military program 
are 


likely to draw "racket money" in- 
to trading in 'scarce commodities. 
Black 
markets, in' which scarce 


goods are sold illegally for 
high 


prices, traditionally spring up when 
a government undertakes to con- 
trol sales. 
A statement from the special 
senate committee to study crime 
said 
that 
investigators "had 
foundimany leads tcndlnjr to show 
that racket money 
was the 
basis of black market operat'ons 
of considerable magnitude" dur- 
ing World War H and the post- 
war period. 
"With the present reported rush 
on the part of many persons to 
hoard commodities of every type," 
said Chairman Kefauver (D-Tenn), 
"there is undoubtedly 
a 
strong 


temptation for these racketeers to 
turn again to these lucrative 
lines."

He added that if the committee 
uncovers evidence of this, it will 
promptly report to congress and 
the public. 


The committee statement 
said 
investigation already has disclosed 
that big-scale racketeers frequent- 
ly attempt to "legitimatize them- 
selves and their operations" once 
they 
accumulate 
large sums of 
money, by investing in lawful en- 
terprises. 
Senator Wiley (R-Wis), a com- 


mittee member, said that "among 
these pseudo-legitimate enterprises 
are meat 
distributing concerns, 
grocery distribution agencies, sug- 
ar companies, steel and metal con- 
cerns, automobile and beer 
llkuor sales agencies'"

Six European 
Nations Agree On 
Coal-Steel Pool 


PARIS, July 27.—UP)—Six West- 


ern European countries have near- 
ly completed broad outlines for 
an International authority to con- 
trol their pooled coal and steel 
production. 


Delegates from the six govern- 
ments—France, 
West 
Germany, 
Italy, The Netheruands. Belgium, 
and 
Luxembourg —have 
been 


meeting here to work out details 
of the pool plan originally pro- 
posed by French Foreign Minister 
Robert Schuman. 


An official spokesman said they 
have agreed—subject to approval 
by their governments—to set up: 


1. A supranational authority to 


supervice the merged production.

A joint parliament, chosen 


by

member nations, to which the au- 
thority would be responsible. 
3. A court of appeals to hear

Giant Singapore 
Rubber Plant Is 
Victim Of Arson 


SINGAPORE, 
July 
27—L—At 


least one woman worker perished 
today in a fire which razed Singa- 
pore's largest rubber factory. Po- 
lice said the blaze was set by Com- 
munists. 


Rescue workers dug through the 


rubble of the huge Aikade plant, 
which emplo—d -Imost 1,000 per- 
sons, in search of more victims be- 
lieved trapped in the fire. 
The 


factory was insured for $2,300,000. 


Deputy Police Commissioner R. 


C. B. Wiltshire said, "we have 
every reason to believe the 
fire 
was set by Communist arsonists." 


He said the blaze looked like part 


of an ambitious Communist plot to 
destroy Singapore's economy. Two 
previous attempts had been made 
to fire the factory, he explained.

Overall Corsicana Employment High

Total, 
or overall employment, 


remains high in the Corsicana

Despite Navarro county's high 


level of employment which

seekers list at the TEC

climbed back to near the March 
level when the active file count 
totaled 
863, the 
year's 
highest 
mark, he said. 
Reedy said 159 new applica- 
tions for work were accepted, 
during the period ending July 
25. 
He pointed out 86, or 
54 
per cent, of this total were fe- 
male applicants, the highest per- 
centage since World 
War 
II 
days. 
"In reviewing the applications," 


he said, "it is noted that many 
are from those who worked in 
war jobs during World Wa* II, 


and again are anxious to do their 
bit in the present crisis to see 
that our military units have am- 
ple equipment. , 
"Many applications on file are 


those of housewives and elderly 
people who, normally, are not in 
the labor market, but are mak- 
ing themselves available for what- 
ever war production they may fit 
into." 


The forecast 
for the next 60 
da s is somewhat static at the 
present time due to the complex 
nature of the war picture, Reedy 
said. 
If an all-out effort is put 


forth within the next 60 days, the 
TEC w|ll likely turn from a job- 
hunting agency to a man-hunting 
agency as was experienced during 
the last war. 
Some reactivation of war in- 
dustry plants and military es- 
tablishments has already begun, 
he said, but no calls for work- 
ers have been received by the 
local office, except for a few

Army Personnel 
In Europe Are 
Frozen To Posts 


HEIDELBERG, Germany, July 27. 


—(jip)—u. S. Army headquarters, 
European command announced it 
had frozen all enlisted and officer 
personnel in Europe for six months, 
beginning August 31.- This means 
that all home leaves are cancelled 
after Aug. 31. 
The Army announcement said: 
"Normal foreign service tours of 
all personnel in the U, S. Army, 
Europe, and of all those who have 
voluntarily extended their tours of 
duty in the European command 
have been extended for six months, 
effective Aug. 31. 
"The extension applies to officers 


and enlisted men. 
"Orders which have been issued 


for rotation of personnel scheduled 
to leave the European command 
after Aug. 31 have been revoked. 
"Cases of undue hardship as a 


result of this policy will be reported 
to U. S. Army headquarters 
in 


Europe." 
There was no indication immed- 


iately that the U. S. Air Force in 
Europe was taking a similar step. 
Australia Told 
Mobilization For 
War Is Necessary 


SYDNET, Australia, July 27 — 


UP)—Supply Minister O. H. Beale 
said today Australia must mobilize 
her industry for all-out-war—even 
as the country began recruiting a 
force to fight in Korea. 


Beale told a defense supply and 
planning committee in Melbourne 
that its job is to build a stockpile 
of needed matc-ri.-'.ls to bolster the 
armed forces and to plan the im- 
mediate mobilization of key indus- 
tries in the event of war. 
Australia began rocruiting 
a 


fighting unit for Korean duty this 
morning. Army and Navy Minis- 
ter Josiah Francis said about 100 
men had applied in Sydney during 
the first few hours. He said most 
of them want to go into action im- 
mediately. 
A 
high 
army officer said 
he 


thought the force the government 
required would be recruited within 
a few days. 
Francis said the Australian force 
probably 
w'll comprise a divi- 


sion, but added that this would 
depend on Prime Minister Rob- 
ert G. Menzles, who arrives to- 
day in the United States to con- 
fer with President Truman. 
Since New Zealand already has 


announced she will provide an ar- 
tillery unit, Francis said Austra- 
lia's 
contribution probably will 
consist mainly of Infantrymen.

North 
Korean troops and armor 
massed by night Thursday for

attempted knockout blow In 
the 


center of American defense lines. 
General MacArthur's headquar- 
ters early today said there was s 
lull along the whole battlefront, 
but that enemy pressure contin- 
ued in suo'i a way as to Indicate 
the Communists were regrouping 
and remasslncr for a new assault. 
MacArthur returned to Tokyo on 
Thursday from a swift inspection 
tour of the Korean front. He was 
confident of ultimate victory but 
forecast a long and difficult struff- 
gle ahead. 


Headquarters 
said "aggressive 
patrols" in the southwest lector 
had pushed back a Korean 
Red 


column two miles to the vicinity 
of Hadong, 70 miles northwest of 
Pusan. 


Two other holes were plugged 


on the approaches to Pusan—major 
American supply, port: Other pat- 
rols moved Into the 'highway town 
o£ Hamyang 78 miles northwest of 
Pusan and made contact with 
an 
enemy regiment In Nawmon, about 
23 .miles southwest of Hamyang, 
headquarters said. 


Identity of the patrols was not 


made 
known, but it was in this 
area Thursday that relatively small 
numbers of fresh American troops 
wtre renorted in action.

Seoul, former South Korean capi- 
tal, the navy reported today. 
One of the planes was an Amer- 
ican B-26 bomber abandoned 
in 


unflyable condition during 
the 


withdrawal fr9m Suwon. The oth- 
er was a Russian Stormovik atack 
plane. 
The report, radioed from a U. 
S. carrier at sea, said the at- 
tacks demonstrated team work 
of army, navy and air force Tar- 
gets were picked by ground for- 
ces. Their Information was re- 
layed to a'r force spotters who 
led the navy planes to the attack 
urea. 
Naval planes concentrated 
on 
towns and villages which the Reds 
had taken over as headquarters 
and supply depots. The navy 
re- 
ported four such towns were vir- 
tually destroyed and six were heav- 
ily damaged. 
Navy pilots said they knocked 
out 15 enemy trucks and probably 
destroyed four others and a recon- 
naissance car. 
The two planes were spotted on 


Suwon field by "larine Capt. J. V. 
Booker, of 505 South Pe«an St., 
Arlington, Texas, and his escort pi- 
lot Lt. (jg) William Bryant of Al- 
len, Okla. They dived from 8,000 
feet and strafed them.

ing space for time, they are run- 
ning low on both commodities.

60 Cents Of Each Military Dollar 
Would Buy Weapons In New Budget 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—Iff)— 


Around 60 cents of each of the ten 
and a half billion dollars the mill 
tary wants Congress to provide 
for present fighting and future 
rearmament would be used to buy 
weapons—guns, 
bombsv 
planes 


ships and tanks. 


Before the Korean war reveal- 


ed Inadequacies in amounts ant 
types of weapons, the peacetime 
dollar slice for this purpose aver- 
aged about 18 cents. 


The 18-cent figure Is part of 


regular annual spending program 
while the 60-cent plan is includec 
In a supplemental request added to 
estimates for the current fisca 
year and dictated by the emergen- 
cy of war. 
War-Peace Difference. 


But the comparison between the 


two is an Index of 
how 
values 


change in military programs be- 
tween peace and war years. 
It 


shows that many of the things the 
military does or Is required to do 
in peacetime can be pared away 
to buy more "hardware" when the 
chips are down. 


However, Pentagon officials say, 


substantial amounts of the funds 
provided in the 
years 
between 


World War II 'and the Korean war 
war spent for purposes directly 
aiding the ability to fight now. In- 
cluded are outlays for building up 
the National Guard and reserves, 
for Industrial 
mobilization, 
for 


maintenance of equipment, for the 
pay and subsistence of the men in 
the Armed Forces, for research and 
development, for stocking minerals 
and other materials which would 
be needed in time of war. 


Also, there were big slices of 


the approximate $95,000,000,000 Con- 
gress provided or authorized for 
defense during the past four years 
that went to settle business of the 
last war. 


Demobilization Costly. 
It cost about $42,000,000,000 
to 


demobilize, to hurry men home 
:rom abroad and from camps in 
the United States, leaving vast 
amounts of equipment right where 
:he shooting stopped. 


Statistics made available at the 
Pentagon do not show the outlay 
over the last four years for occu- 
pation in Germany and Japan, but 
;hey have mounted into the hun- 
dreds of millions. 


A portion of this was purely for 


defensive purposes, to prevent a re- 
surging of a beaten enemy. 
But 


another big portion was charge- 
ible to the ordinary business 
of 


unnlng a temporary government 


in the occupied lands. 


In those years, too, over $786,000, 


000 (about one and a half cents 
out of'the military dollar) went for 
retirement pay to men of the reg 
ular armed forces who because o 
age; length of service or physical 
disability had left the service. 


The Pentagon statistics also show 


expenditure during the four years 
of about $880,000,000 for "admlnls 
tratlon 
and 
finance 
activities.1 


That means civilian and military 
personnel used to run the 
vas 
business of the military establish 
ment. How much of it was need 
cd, how much of it was "fat" that 
could be trimmed out of the oper 
atlng costs has been the subjec 
of long arguments in the Pentagon 
as well as in 
Congress. 
Four Cents I-or Reserves. 


For the "civilian 
components' 


of .the military establishment—the 
National. Guard and the reserves 
of the Army, Navy, Marines am 
air force—the military spent about 
four cents of its dollar, or a to- 
tal of approximately $1,860,000,000 


The biggest dollar slice went for 


pay, 
food, clothing and transporta- 


tion of personnel of the Armed 
Services-—41 cents, or approximate- 
ly $19,850,000,000. 


The next biggest slice, 26 cents, 


was the cost of operating and keep- 
ing in Shape the ships, planes, the 
tanks, guns and other 
tactical 


equipment and military installa- 
tions used by the Armed Forces 
That totaled $12,800,000,000. 


The $8,500,000,000 spent for major 


items of equipment in the weapons 
category included $810,000,000 spent 
for new types of ships or conver- 
sion of existing types. About ?!,- 
460,000,000 \vent for more and new 
anti-aircraft 
guns, 
fire 
control, 


Sun carriages, improvement on 
tanks, better antisubmarine equip- 
ment. 
Planes Purchased. 


The Pentagon says it spent about 


$6,260,000,000 for buying 10,238 air- 
craft—4,943 for the Air orce, 3,837 
for the Navy and 1,468 for the 
Army. The latter was'mostly the 
liaisonartillery spotter sypes of 
small planes. 


About 4 1-2 cents of the dollar, 


or a total of $2,250,000,000 went into 
•esearch and development. 


Much of this field is clothed In se- 


crecy, but some of the products 
are in use. 


An example is the new 3.5>inch 


'super bazooka." 
That weapon, 


rushed to the Korean front just re- 
cently to stop thick-armored tanks 
of the Reds, took three years of 
vork and expense to move from 
he blue-print stage to the battle- 
ront.

Britons Warned 
Of High Tolls 
From A-Bombs 


LONDON, July 27—UP)—A sin- 
gle atom bomb dropped on the av- 
>raffe British city could kill up to 
50,000 persons but proper civil de- 
fense training could cut casualties 
to a fraction of that number. 
This conclusion was Riven today 


in a civil defense annual of basic 
training issued by the government's 
riome 'office. Its grim findings are 
Dased on the known effects of the 
type of atom bombs dropped on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 
"If the people in our cities were 
caught, as were the Japanese, with- 
out warning before an evacuation 
had taken place and with no suit- 
able shelters the casualties caused 
by a high air burst bomb would be 
formidable," the manual said. 
"The British mission to Japan 
estimated that under these cir- 
cumstances as many as 50,000 peo- 
ple might lose their lives In a ty- 
pical British city with a population 
density of 45 persons to the acre. 
"Much can be done, however, to 
mitigate the effects of the bomb 
and to save life, and it is certain 
that with adequate advanc prep- 
arations, including the provision 
of suitable shelters and with good 
civil defense services, the lives lost 
could be reduced to a fraction of 
the number estimated by the Brit- 
ish mission."

the first primary ballot. 
Resolutions Adopted 


The court held in effect 
that 
while McDonald supported Repub- 
licans in the past in presidential 
elections, he had taken the pledge 
to support the nominees of 
the 


Democratic primary in which 
ha 
sought nomination, and that this 
was all the law required. 


The Wichita Count-- Democratic 
Executive Committee Tuesday en- 
dorsed John White, vocational ag- 
riculture teacher and McDonald's 
opponent in the Aug. 26 run-off. It 
passed a resolution again slapping 
at McDonald's party loyalty 
and 
voted to send coriles to every coun- 
ty seat in' the state with a recom- 
mendation that it be adopted 
at 
Saturday's county conventions. 


McDonald reiterated that Texans 
have shown repeatedly at the polls 
that they agree with his policies as 
commissioner and also that they 
RO along with him in his opposition 
to New Deal or Fair Deal

"When I have voted for Republi- 
cans for President in the past, I 
have only done what many office 
holders do," McDonald said.

"War time controls and alloca- 
tions

"Military demands will certain- 
ly command 
first priority on 
workers in all classes, and If a 
priority system is set up, the ac-

"Just what drains the military 
divisions will make on available 
manpower cannot be foretold, but 
tHe impact will likely be felt in 
all fields if full-scale recruitment 
becomes necessary."

blood. 


The new apparatus "and 


-techniques will help to build 
resources of blood by getting 
greater usefulness from the 
blood which is obtained and 
by making it possible to store 
essential elements for longer 
periods.

Judge Johnson continued:

deputy, 
Charlie 
Weaver, now a banker at Dawson, 
canie and awakened rae in the 
night and asked me to come to 
the jail at once as a mob was 
trying to take a negro prisoner, 
and when we reached there, the 
mob was Rone. 
Allen alone had 


drawn his pistol 
and 
said he 
would • shoot the first man who 
entered the jail yard, and th« 
mob, 
knowing he would do what 
he said; dispersed and did not re- 
turn. The Dallas News, the next 
day, 
had an editorial about this 


act of bravery and commended 
him In the highest terms. 
"Courage alone was not all that 
Bob Allen possessed. He- was the 
soul of honor, his character and 
conduct were above reproach, he 
was loyal to his friends and a 
man who at 
all . times walked 
faithfully and humbly with God. 


Those now living who knew Bob 
Allen will corroborate what 
I 
have said about him."

All school pupils should 
teach 
•afety, according to a summary OL 
.discussions by school admlnfstra 
,tors at the past National 
Safetj 
Congress. 
The conduct of these 
congress sessions each year is only 
one . of many co-operative actlvi 


•./tie* which the school and 
college 
division carries oh in behalf of its 
; members and for the benefit of ac 
cident prevention work in the flel< 
of education generally. 
. According to their findings chl! 
' dren learn when they feel the neec 
and when they have a part In the 
planning. The quality o£ learning 
depends upon the experiences, am 
the response that is made indicates 
the real learning. It was adviset 


, .that learning should be emotional 
Ized or personalized so that chil- 
dren are prompted to act on their 
knowledges.

Farm Talk— 
Formers Start Plowing Up Cotton; 
"Excessive" Acreage Totals 3,000

Farmers are plowing up cotton. 
In fact, approximately 3,000 acres 


of valuable fiber may be destroy- 
ed in Navarro county by fall. 


This may sound 
ridiculous 
in 
these dangerous days of war mo- 
bilization—when 
37-cents-a-pound 


cotton is a big Item in equipping 
American troops. 


Prom shoe strings and caps to 
tarpaulin 
and explosives, cotton 


Is all-important to an army 
of 


fighting men. 
But there's a reason for reviv- 
ing this well-known New Deal 
economic 
project. Its simply 


this: Farmers were given coton 
acreage allotments; about 80 per 
cent In this county overplanted 
to the tune of some 3,000 acres 
The entire program was deslim- 
ed to protect the fanner from 
ten-cent cotton prices again. 
The farmer either must plow up 


the cotton (or cut it up so it cant 
be harvested), .or he must pay «. 
15>A cents a pound penalty on all 
the excess cotton produced. 
Secretary 
Bob Cheque of the 
Production and Marketing Admin- 
istration here, reports that 
over- 
plantings averaged from one half 
acre to four acres on each 
farm 
that had excessive acreages 
of 
cotton. Some plowiny up opera- 
tions began last week. 
Farmers, are now belnv notified 
of their overplantings by the PMA, 
which measured the countyl's cot- 
ton crops. 


. It is estimated the nation 
has 


about 1,000,000 acres of "excessive 
cotton." 
Farmers must dispose of the ex- 
cessive cotton or pay the 


penalty. M they refuse to do so, 
they will not be Issued a cotton 
marketing card. Without 
th.'s 
little card, a farmer cannot sell 
any of his cotton at the market 
price. All of his cotton would be 
subject to the 15V&C penalty, ana 
he will be Ineligible for agricul- 
tural conservation program pay- 
ments on his farm during 1950. 
But here's what some farmers are 
expected to do. They will pay off 
the penalty on their excessive cot- 
ton within the required 15-day per- 
iod. (The 
PMA 
estimates 
the 


yield and figures what the acreage 
will produce). Then they will be 
issued the marketing card entit- 
ling them to sell their cotton penal- 
ty-free. When harvest time comes, 
the farmer will pick the excessive 
cotton and market it. If the price 
of cotton stays at 37 cents, he will 
be making nearly 22 cents 
per 


pound on his overplantings. 
A farmer who harvests his excess 
cotton acreage will be gambling 
with the future price. 
Farmers who believe the PMA 
erred in measuring their 
cotton 


fields may obtain a 
re-measure- 
ment by making a cash 
deposit 
with the county office to cover the 
cost, Clicque announced.

Many did 
not know what the law authorizes 
in such cases. 


The revised Texas civil stat- 
utes, article 3126, as amended In 
1941, says—when there Is a tie 


i In the primary election—the two 
candidates "shall be certified for 
places on the ballot of the sec- 
ond primary, unless the (aid can- 
didates shall agree In writing to 
cast lots for such nomination." 
The law provides further that, In 
case of a tie in the second pri- 
mary, the Democratic executive 
committee "shall provide for the 
casting of lots in the presence of 
said candidates." The one that Is 
successful by lot would be certi- 
fied as the nominee for office. 
Patterson said the County Dem- 


ocratic convention is slated Sat- 
urday for official declaration of 
the results. Plans also will 
be 
made for the run-off primary elec 
tlon August 26. 
, County Judge Joe D. Huffstutler 
explained he had nothing to do 
with the matter, that the commis- 
sioners court did not canvass re- 
turns from a primary election. He 
explained, though, that the candi- 
daes, under the election law, may 
cast Jots or enter the second pri- 
mary.

slow rising of a new 
star, which has grown a thousand 
times brighter In a week since 
its discovery, was reported today. 
Dr. Pago Shapley of the Har- 
vard Observatory said the "slow- 
rising Nova" was discovered by 
Dr. Franz Zwlcky of the Mt. Wil- 
son-Palomar Obseratory in Los 
Angeles. 
It cannot be seen by the naked 
eye. 
It's "uncommon," Dr. Sharpley 
explains because of th'e slowness 
of its growing light. 
Most nova, or unstable stars, 


he says, 
"come, up 
with a 


whoosh" and then fade In. a few 
hours or a day. 
In these "explosions" they can 


become as much as 10,000 times 
brighter than they were. 


But they fade back to

former relative 
obscurity very 
swiftly.

Sorghums made rapid growth 
in the high plains, but weeds were 
increasing and dry weather was 
needed to permit cultivation. 


Peanuts progressed well, and rice 
made good growth.

not afraid to offer himself as Is- 
rael's champion against the boast- 
ful giant. Goliath. 
In the court 


of Saul he was a musician, and 
he learned there how fickle is 
the 
favor 
of royalty. 
Driven 


forth 
a 
persecuted 
exile, 
with 


hair-breadth experiences as a fu- 
gitive warrior, he still carried a 
magnanimous heart, and -in two 
thrilling feats spared the life of 
King Saul.

As the Chinese say, David "ate 


bitterness'' all throug his life. In 
King Saul's court his Very excel- 
lencies called forth royal jealousy, 
As an exile, homeless and hunted 
like a wild animal, he had need 
for all his finest qualities to en- 
able him to endure to the end. 
As a warrior, his every gift of 
leadership was brought into play. 
As a king, he had to withstand 
court intrigue, and the constant 
temptation to luxurious self-indul- 
gence. As a man of moods—and 
what'poet is not?—he had no small 
task to adhere to his high mis- 
sion as one called and annolnted 
by God. 


David's lapses into sin may be 


explained, but they cannot be con- 
doned. 
He paid a terrible price 


for 
them, as a grosser 
nature 
might not have done. His anguish 
of soul echoes in Bis psalms.
